THE JUNIOR BOARD AUXILIARY OF PENINSULA GENERAL HOSPITAL 
THE PAST 38 YEARS | 


Many have asked the question, What is the Junior Board?, Who are they? 
and What have they done?. Perhaps it would be well to go back many years 
and tell something about its. history and then we can appreciate more fully 
these minutes; a history of what the Junior Board means to the hospital 
and to the community. 

On a cold winter afternoon in 1924, Miss Helen Wise, Superintendent of 
the hospital, feeling a great need for child welfare work in Wicomico Co. 
invited ten ladies to lunch. She presented the need for such an organizatio 
and mapped the duties. On December 1, 1924 the first meeting was held. Dr, 
Mason Knox, representing the State Health Dept. offered the ladies one 
thousand dollars forwelfare work if they could raise the same amount. With- 
in a week the money was raised and the club was off to a fine start. Card 
parties were held to raise the necessary budget. : 

In April 1927 the first project was undertaken; the screening of a third 
floor porch at the hospital. It was also voted to clothe a child and pay 
her board for one year. (February 1928) The Junior Board presented the 
junior nurse making the best record a ten do@lar gold piece. In the next 
ten years much needed equipment was purchased, a milk and medicine fund was 
available to the needy and Christmas baskets were filled. The ladies were 
well established in their fund raising project; The Annual Horse Show. Long 
hours were given to the Red Cross in 1943 plus donating generous sums to 
their pet project, the Maternity Floor. The years 1947-50 shall always be 
remembered as the Folly Years. Fun was had by all the members and the profi 
of over $20,000 was used for hospital equipment and nurses scholagships. 

A Novelty Cart was launced in September 1949. Daily it was pushed to the 
patients room so they could buy needed articles. As each new service was 
added all previous projects were still carried on efficiently. In 1950, the 
Junior Board gave $6,000 to the Building Fund for the new wing and in return 
&@ room was set aside to be known as the Shop. Country Fairs and Minstrels 
replaced the Follies in order to raise an $8,000. budget. The Smack Bar- 
Gift Shop became a reality in June 1953. Now anxious members of a family fo 
comfort over a cup of coffee while waiting to see loved ones. ‘The ladies 
in the "pink smocks" gladly gave 9,000 volunteer hours to run their own 
business and to give other service. They no longer made demands on the 
public to raise money. $50,000 had been given to the hospital in the past 
ten years. Next came the television service,(1957). Patients could rent 
a IV and enjoy his hospital stay. Favors were placed on each patients tray 
on all holidays- magazines were distributed weekly to the rooms, flowers 
arranged and delivered, scholarships given and planned recreation for the nu 

Snow Hill joined as a branch auxiliary and made Pinkie the Clown, a puppet 
to be given each child upon entering the hospital. As the Junior Board 
| grew to over 400 members so did the hospital. A new and larger Shop was 

opened in June 1961. The Junior Board had pledged $25,000 for the new wing. 

As time marches on the ladies in the #pink smock" chalk up more hours 

and view with pride the many new services and material aids furnished to 

the sick and needy; let us not forget the junior volunteers who are getting 

organized. These are just some of the highlights of the last 38 years, some 

we have not mentioned but due to the generousity of Mr. Avery Hall we 

have within these covers the complete story as recorded in the Junior Board 

Auxiliary minutes.

A special meeting of the Executive Board was held at the 
home of the president Monday, April 1, 1940. The purpose of 
this meeting was to decide on the question of sponsoring the Horse 
Show this year for the Wicomico Hunt Club. The Chairmen of 
Committees of the previous years! Horse Show attended the meeting. 

A letter from Mr. Vaughn Richardson, Chairman of the Horse 
Show Committee from the Hunt Club, stating the terms of this 
year's show was read. 

The members present discussed the problem of sponsoring 
the Horse Show under the newly stipulated terms. They objected 
mainly to: 

1. The giving of g100 of our proceeds to the Hunt Club. That 
woulda not be in keeping with the principles of the Juvior Board 
since it would mean soliciting funds that were not to be used 
for the direct benefit of the hospital. 

2, The greater risk involved under present conditions. In as 
mach as the merchants solicited for advertising have personal 
pledges, it would be unwise to depend on our usual amount of 
advertising. There would be the risk in so far as the money 
money made on the tent and box luncnes, since the Board does 
not carry insurance against rain. 

3, Additional requests made each year by the Hunt Club. The Board 
has been most generous in the past in its cooperation with the 
Hunt Club in that each year it has contributed parking cards, 
admittance cards, entry blanks, 100 free programs and of 
last year = $17.50 for half the cost of ribbons. 

Although the Board realized the need of making money, some 
other method of raising funds was deemed more advisable.
